come. Think of how happy 
you'll be as a useful person 
who once more is needed.

And being needed is the 
most marvelous tonic in the 
world. You'll never grow old, 
take my word for it, which is 
sufficient unto itself. Take 
your time and enjoy your age, 
it's not as late as you think.

The occupational tenter, 
now rising at '2300 Crenshaw 
Blvd., opened the doors of its 
temporary facilities Monday. 
Feb. 6, to hundreds of high 
school students from Ccnti- 
nela Valley to Palos Verdes.

Student enthusiasm for the 
program is so great, Dr But­ 
terbaugh said, that the center 
actually had to turn away 
many applicants. Classes for 
all six subjects taught at the 
center are filled to capacity.

At present students from 
21 area high schools are en­ 
rolled in welding, major ap­ 
pliance repair, data process­ 
ing, business machines, and 
medical or dental assistant 
training

As superintendent of (lie 
Regional Occupational Cen­ 
ter. Dr. Butterbaugh is proud 
of the fact that the tenter is 
unique the first of its kind 
in the United States. And he 
hopes that the idea will prove 
so successful that it will 
someday be the accepted ap­ 
proach to secondary educa­ 
tion.

Dr. Butterbaugh later went 
on to do graduate work at 
Claremont and received his 
doctorate in education from
use.

Born in a I'umona orangn 
grove, Dr. Butterbaugh hus 
never been able to get orange 
juice out of his veins. He du- 
eided he needed additional in­ 
come when he first launched 
his teaching career and he's 
been managing his own citrus 
orchards ever since.

Dr. Butterbaugh devised 
his own "trade mark"  fea­ 
turing oranges, of course-- 
and proudly displays it on the 
Beechcraft Bonanza lie leases 
for weekend business ven­ 
tures

A travel huff, Dr. Butler-, 
haiigh even operated his own 
travel agency in Corona del 
Mar for seven years, hoping 
that it would enable him to 
see the world more cheaplv.
